ion of Pessimism. Pessimism is 
lie opposite of Optimism. Optim- 
sm says, "Whatever is, is right." 
'essimism says, "Whatever is, is 
wrong." Optimism says that life is 
a struggle for a better life, in which 
man can win. Pessimism says life 
s a straggle for life, in which man 
s sure to be beaten. 
Life, accord- 


ng to the Optimist, was given to 
man as a blessing. No, says the 
Pessimist, it was given to him as a 
curse, and it ia best described in 
Keats' lines: 


"Where but to think is to be full of sorrow, 
And leaden ejed despair." 


The bible supports me, asserts the 
Optimist. Not always, if ever, re- 
sponds the Pessimist, for its most 
eloquent passages are on the misery 
of human life. Does not Job ask, 
"Wherefore is light given to him 
(man) 
that is in misery, and life 


unto the bitter soul, which long for 
death, but it cometh not; and dig 
for it more than for hid treasure; 
which rejoiceth exceedingly and are 
glad when they can find the grave?" 
Does not Solomon say all is vanity, 
that the day of death is better than 
the day of cue's birth, aud that the 
days of darkness shall be many" 
Suffering, sajs the Optimist, is nec- 
essary that we may enjoy what is 
good. How shall we know the good, 
it' we know not the evil of life? 
All 


wrong, replies the Pessimist; for the 
recollection of past suffering, and 
the fear of suffering in the future, 
poison the present, and render 
pleasure impossible. The Optimist 
holds that the increase ol knowledge 
will remove much suffering, and 
that as men improve they will be- 
come happier. This, »ays the Pes- 
simist, is the greatest error of all. 
The more men know, the better 
their cultivation, the greater their 
sense of suffering, the more painful 
the torture to which they must be 
subjected. The higher the capacity 
of humanity the deeper its misery. 
You may improve the world, but 
only as a rack on which to stretch 
mankind. Death being the only de- 
liverer, annihilation should be our 
only aim. Optimism is dogmatic. 
Pessimism cynical. There is noth- 
ing new inPessimism. It has cropped 
out often through the 170 known 
generations. It is as old as man 
and sin and suffering; they are as 
old as the cieation. It has come in, 
and it has gone out over the west- 
u-n world repeatedly. Just now it 
is rather prominent, having its in- 
nings as this century cloies. It will 
retire in a few years, but only to 
reappear. It always exists in the 
east, being more acceptable—which 
is odd—in the morning land than it 
is in the evening land. There is a 
milder sort of Pessimism, that al- 
ways has not a few votaries, partic- 
ularly among the cultivated classes, 
who, however, are not propagandists, 
and who care not what is believed 
in a world of which they are, or say 
they are, weary. 
Their views of 


life are summed up in a French 
line, that consists of only half a doz- 
ed words, half of which are the 
s,ame word: tout lasse, tout casse, tout 
passe, which signify, everything be- 
comes a bore, everything gets smash- 
ed, and everything passes away.

Am Old War Horie Sllll Itilig. 


There are many old war relics in the 


country, but we doubt if any county can 
boast of as great a rarity as Macon coun- 
ty as given in the following brief history 
of 
"Old Monroe," a dark sorrel horse, 


about H hands high, aged 25 years, and 
at present owned and worked by Captain 
Henry Miller, Co. B 8th 111. Vol., now a 
farmer living twelve miles southwest of 
Decatur. 
"Old Monroe" was captured in 


Tennessee in 1862, and was ridden for a 
time by Lieut. Col. Sheets, of the 8th 111. 
regiment, afterward breveted Brig. Gen- 
eral. The horse then passed into the pos- 
session of Captain Benj.

I, 8lh regiment, whose home was then in 
ihiscity, and who was formerly adjutant 
of the regiment. Captain Monroe rode 
the horse three years, and though- the 
equine went through many battles,among 
which may be named the siege of Vicks- 
burg, Champion Hills, Raymond, Jack- 
son, Mobile, Blakely, Spanish Ford.many 
skirmishes and trips through Texas and 
Louisiana, he is to day as strong and 
healthy as a horse of his age and usage 
can well be. Captain Miller got posses- 
sion of the horse and delights in giving 
his interesting history. "Old 
Monroe"
